Measures on Earnings 
Tax, Off-Street Park- 
ing, Unit Control Pend- 


‘ ‘Proposal Ready.

Important St. Louis legislation 
will come up for final action in 
‘the Missouri General Assembly 
next week, as legislative leaders 
hope to wind up the 1951-52 ses- 
sion by next Thursday or Friday. 
sAmong the major pending pro- 
posals are the city administra- 
tion’s earning tax bill, a measure 
to permit St. Louis to operate 
as well as develop off-street park- 
ing facilities, and the St. Louis 
public school unit control bill. 

One of the important measures 
of state-wide interest is the om- 
nibus appropriation measure, con- 
taining about $19,000,000 in spe- 
cial state allotments. It includes 
$5,000,000 supplemental public 
achool aid, to be used to increase 
teachers salaries. 

The bill, as agreed to by a 
Senate-House conference commit- 
tee, will be ready for final pas- 
sage in both houses. Because of 
an active campaign ‘by the Mis- 
souri Teachers Association to in- 
crease the school aid to $14,000,- 
000, there is a strong possibility 
the conference report will. be 
rejected in the House. 

If this occurs, the bill will be 
returned to the joint committee 
for further study. Assembly 
leaders agree that once th: om- 
nibus fund bill is finally passed, 
it will be difficult to keep legis- 
lators on the job and the sesssion 
will come to a close. 

While this fight is underway, 


St. Louis senators will be making | 


a last-minute effort to save the 
earnings tax bill from threatened 
defeat. An attempt will be made 
in the Senate tcmorrow to recon- 
sider and defeat a_ crippling 
amendment to the bill, under 
which the city’s authority to levy 
the tax would expire April 1, 
1954. 

Unless the amendment is elimi- 
nated, the bill will have to be 
returned to the House. There is 
some doubt that the bill could be 


re-passed in that body because of 
the lateness of the session, 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst. and 
Comptroller Milton Carpenter 
plan to be on hand for the last- 
ditch fight on the bill .to~raise 

ut $8,000,000 a year in~addi- 

nal revenue to meet the city’s 
punting operating costs and 
off a $5,500,000 deficit. St. 
Tduis senators are confident they 
hiive the votés to reconsider the 
afhendment, but are in doubt as 
tg whether they can muster 18 
favorable votes on final passage, 
which is required. 

An attempt to reconsider and 
pass the Hilsman minor political 
party bill, defeated during a light 
attendance in the House last 
week, also will be made. It is 
designed to keep trresponsible 
and unrepresentative third par- 
ties off the Missouri ballot.

‘About 1500 taxpayers visited 
the field offices of the collector 
of internal revenue in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county yesterday 
morning, seeking help in prepar- 
ing their 1951 income tax returns. 

The offices, in the basement of 
the New Federal Building, Twelfth 
boulevard and Market street, and 
at 19 North Bemiston avenue, 
Clayton, staffed by deputy col- 
lectors working without pay, re- 
mained open until noon to assist 
taxpayers. 

Deadline for filing federal tax 
returns will be midnight tomor- 
row, an extension having been 
granted by the Government be- 
cause the usual deadline date, 
March 15, this year fell on Sat- 
urday. Internal Revenue offices - 
normally are closed on Saturdays. 
Returns postmarked not later 
than tomorrow midnight will be 
accepted without penalty. 

‘The same deadline applies to 
self-employed persons (some pro-' 
fessional men excepted) who 
must file social security reports 
with their income tax. returns, 
and pay their 2% per cent social 
security tax, to obtain credit for. 
future benefits.

Jim Finnegan Facing Trail’s End 


Both as Lawyer 


and Officeholder 


Verdict Stands — 


Fun- Loving Politician to Be Disqualified if 


Outside Activities 


Complicated His Life.

James Patrick Finnegan, back- 
slapping, fun-loving politician, 
who faces a possible prison sen- 
tence and substantial fine as the 
result of a jury verdict yesterday, 
may suffer another heavy per- 
sonal blow. If the verdict stands, 
he will be disqualified from hold- 
ing office agaig and will lose his 
license to practice law. 

For a man who loves a laugh— 


a happy prospect. 

Burly JimsFinnegan early :yes-; 
terday got the worst news in a! 
career heretofore marked by. suc-} 
cesses. A jury in federal court, 
which had listened for 10 days*to 
damning testimony as well as 
high praise, decided that Finne- 
gan was guilty of misconduct in 
office. 

Mentioned for Mayor. 

At 51, still a man .of powerful 
physique. who likes to demon- 
strate that he has lost none of his 
old football skill, Finnegan has 
been internal revenue collector, 
prosecuting attorny, police court 
judge and delegate to the Mis- 
souri Constitutional Convention. 

At various times he had been 
considered for Mayor of St. 
Louis, commissioner of internal 
revenue (No. 1 tax collector of 
the United States), president of 


the Federal Barge Lines and a 
United States district judge. .« 

Besides all his official activ- 
ities, he was a man with many 
“outside” activities, which gave 
him a substantial income. 

In fact, the outside activities 
became so numerous that Finne- 
gan devoted very little time to his 
$10,500-a-year job as collector. 
His sidelines were far more prof- 
itable. One employer, American 


Lithofold Corp., paid him $45,000 
for services which included wield- 
ing influence in the right places 
in Washington, New York and St. 
Louis. Other clients gave him an 
annual income in excess of 
$30,000 a year in legal fees.

Since then 
Judge Briggle has given. the 
prisoner seven “furioughs” from | po 
the Springfield jail to raise 
money. 

It was on the. latest of these 
“vacations” that Knetzer slipped 
away Friday, it was reported. 
Marks Alexander, assistant United 


States attorney, said word of the 
escape came from the bailiffs, 
Attorneys R. Garrett Phillips and 
William M.. Giffin of Springfield. 

Judge Briggle held that Knet- 
zer possessed $250,000 in unde- 
clared assets and ordered him to 
produce the money. On previous 
fund-raising expeditions he had 
raised a total of $170.000. 

When automobiles were scarce 
in 1947, Knetzer did a land-office 
business taking advance orders— 
and $1000 deposits—for machines 
in a showroom at Edwardsville, 
Ill, and in an alfalfa field ‘at 
Jerseyville.

HE most outspoken revelation of the intimate thoughts of any American 


: President to be made public while he is still in office is to be published in 
book form Tuesday under the title, ‘‘Mr. President,” by William Hillman, a

System commentator. A great part of the book consists of 


President Harry S. Truman’s diaries, private papers and correspondence, supple- 
‘mented by new interviews with the President. 


The book, published by Farrar, Straus & 
Young, is lavishly illustrated by photographs, 
some in color, by Alfred Wagg. The publisher 
has authorized the publication by newspapers 
of 2000 words of direct quotations from the 
book next Tuesday, at which time they will 
appear in the Post-Dispatch. Direct quotation 
from the book before that date is prohibited.

ONE OF THE MOST ILLUMINATING 
documents in it is a memorandum from the 
President to James F. Byrnes, now governor 
of South Carolina and a leader of anti- 
Truman southern Democrats. On Jan. 5, 
1946, when Truman wrote his memo, how- 
ever, Byrnes was Secretary of State. 

President Truman read the memorandum 
to Byrnes rather than have it delivered. In 
it, he expressed extreme irritation — with 
Byrnes and with the Russians. 

Clearly, Truman felt that Byrnes was 
attempting to take over the authority of the 
_ President in the field of foreign affairs. 


_' The President told his Secretary of State 

that he liked to delegate authority to mem- 
bers of the Cabinet—and to back them up. 
. The ultimate decisions, however, must be 
' made in the White House, he declared. 

This means, he went on, that the President 
_ must be informed as to what is going on. And 

Byrnes, the President felt, was not keeping 
the White House informed. Byrnes was ac- 
cused of failing to send messages to the 
President while the Secretary of State was 
in Moscow to attend a meeting with Molotov 
of Russia and Ernest Bevin of Britain, The 
communique issued on that conference was 
not cleared with the President, Truman com- 
plained. 

And Truman was forced to summon Byrnes 
to a conference, after his return, to find out 
what went on—so the memorandum states. 

Meanwhile, it is revealed, Truman had 
been in communication with Dean Acheson, 
then Under Secretary of State. Truman 
indicated he had reached certain important 
conclusions regarding Soviet Russia. 

The President’s private papers dating just 
after he took office show that he had great 
faith at that time in the possibility of co-oper- 
ation with the Russians. In his memorandum 
to Byrnes, however, Truman showed unmis- 
takably that he had reversed his opinion. 


Truman said he was very weary of cod- 
dling the Soviets. 

He pointed to Russia’s action in Iran, Po- 
land, Romania and Bulgaria. He predicted 
flatly that Russia intended to invade Turkey 
and seize the Dardanelles. 

Truman advocated facing Russia not 
only with harsh words but with an iron fist. 
Further compromise, he stated, would only 
lead to war. 

He wanted China strengthened and to keep 
control of Japan. He wanted to resist Rus- 
sian intentions in the Middle East. 

And Truman insisted on a settlement of 
Russia’s Lend-Lease debt to the United 
States, including the return of ships. 

All of which was in the strongest language 
~—contrasting sharply with the hopeful, diplo- 
matic tone of Byrnes’s report to the nation on 
the Moscow conference.

TRUMAN’S DIARY tells in homely words 
how he came to the presidency on the death 
of President Roosevelt, April 12, 1945. 

He had presided over the Senate that day, 
as Vice President. When the session was 
adjourned he went over to House Speaker 


Sam Rayburn’s office, where some of his 
friends in Congress had gathered. There he 
received a cryptic telephone call from Steve 
Early, Roosevelt’s press secretary, asking 


‘Truman to come to the White House, as 


quickly as possible, 

Truman had no idea why he was sum- 
moned, but he told Rayburn and the other 
Congressmen to say nothing about it. He 
added that he expected the visit would not 
take long and that he would be back in a few 
minutes. Ae 

He was driven to the White House and 
attendants there took him to Mrs. Roosevelt's 
study. Members of the Roosevelt family 
were there, ard Early. 

Mrs. Roosevelt put her arm around Tru- 
man’s shoulder and announced quietly that 
the President was dead. Truman was 
stunned. He mumbled an offer of assist- 
ance to Mrs. Roosevelt. 

She replied that they all must help Tru- 
man, now. 

Truman pulled himself together and called 
for his wife and daughter, Margaret, and for 
the then Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone of 
the Supreme Court. His wife and daughter 
arrived at about 7 p.m. and Justice Stone had 
preceded them. Others gathered, including 
Cabinet members and some Senators and 
Representatives. 

After a brief search, a Bible was found 
in a White House book case. Justice Stone 
administered the oath of office. 

Harry S. Truman was President of the 
United States.

HE REMEMBERED how he had felt when 
he first met’ President Roosevelt in the 
White House, as Senator Truman. Truman 
had been ill at ease, felt like a country boy, 
he wrote later. Now Truman was President. 

He told members of the Cabinet he wanted 
them all to remain in office. He directed 
that the United Nations conference at San 
Francisco should continue. , 

Later, Harry Truman in the White House 
was oppressed by loneliness. 

The Truman diary records a kind of con- 
tentment at times; with his wife he enjoyed 
the spaciousness of the White House grounds, 
the robins and mocking birds singing across 
the lawn. But when his family was away, 
it was different. 

One diary entry, for Nov. 1, 1949, records 
a dinner at the White House attended by 
Truman alone. The butler announces dinner; | 
footmeh pull out his chair, serve the fruit 
cup, a steak, vegetables. Truman eats, rings 
for the footman. Plates are removed. Crumbs 
are swept—but there are no crumbs, Truman 
records. A finger bowl is brought. Then 
some custard and finally a demitasse of cof- 
fee—not enough coffee in that little cup, 
Truman says to his diary. 

It. all seems absurd to the boy from Mis- 
souri.

WHAT KIND OF A MAN is this Harry 
Truman? He reveals himself as a man with 
a lively interest in history. He can name 
names, quote “facts.” It is somewhat less 
clear just how he adds up those facts. He 
is not a profound philosopher, but he stands 
for what he has been taught is “good.” 

Truman believes in happiness for every- 
body, he writes in his private papers. He 
believes in the Golden Rule, in the Sermon 
on the Mount, the American Way of Life and 
in education for all children. He believes

In his diary he expanded his criticism of 
Paul Hume, Washington Post music critic 
who had made unfavorable comment on Mar- 
garet’s singing and received a stinging note 
from the President for his pains.

TRUMAN’S IRRITATIONS are revealed in 
many places in the new book. 

In a letter to a friend, written April 10, 
1951—the same day he signed an order re- 
lieving General Douglas MacArthur of his 
command in the Pacific—President Truman 
commented on that action. He said he had 
reached the decision to relieve MacArthur 
only the day before, and that after many 
conferences with various people. 


Truman’s comment on MacArthur indicated 
that he believed he was defending his own 
power and authority as President of the 
United States. The great issue, as he saw 
it, was civilian vs. military control of affairs 
of state. The Chiefs of Staff agreed on this, 
Truman wrote.

The cause of that friction is clearly set.out— 
from Truman’s point of view. 

On advice of Attorney General Howard 
McGrath—then a Senator—Truman wrote 


Baruch asking him to serve on the Demo- 


cratic Party Finance Committee in 1948. 
Baruch, Hillman said, refused. 
Thereupon Truman wrote a bitter little 
note to the financier. He expressed his per- 
sonal disappointment at Baruch’s decision. 

He also stated bluntly that Baruch and 
his family had received many honors, pre- 
sumably from Truman—and he accused 
Bernard Baruch of running out on him 
when the political winds began to blow 
unfavorably. To make matters worse, in a 
“Ps.” Truman added a pointed reference 
to the fact that Baruch’s brother, Herman 
Baruch, was serving as Ambassador to The 
Netherlands.

He says that political bosses are a 
part of the American political system. 
Pendergast thought clearly and under- 
stood politics well, Truman said. He at- 
tributed the boss’s troubles to a physical 
breakdown. But ‘even after Pendergast 
was convicted of income tax fraud and 
went to the penitentiary, Truman said he 
stood by the boss. 

Truman writes; in notes on his career pre- 
pared for the book; that he was brought in 
contact with the Pendergast machine by Jim 
Pendergast, nephew of Tom Pendergast. and 
still a political power in Kansas City. Tru- 
man met Jim Pendergast in the Army, during 
World War }. 

As a mere member of the Jackson County 
Court, the county administrative body, Tru- 
man said he did not meet the boss himself. 
His first contact with Tom Pendergast ‘came 
after he was elected Presiding Judge of the 
court, in 1926. ‘The court had the. power to 
fill about 900 political jobs, Truman said, 
and Pendergast wanted his men in those 


President Truman makes no bones about 
going along with Pendergast on patronage, 
though he adds that Péndergast did not 
force him to hire incompetent men. He 
also declares that Pendergast backed him 
when he refused to play favorites with 
contractors on road work. 

As a Senator, Truman said he reéeived only 
one: request from Pendergast—to vote for 
Senator Alben Barkley, now Vice President, 
for floor leader. Truman said he had pledged 
his vote to Senator Pat Harrison, and car- 
ried out his pledge.

ADVICE for a young man wishing to enter 
politics is contained in one of Hillman’s inter- 
views with the President. 

Truman said the young man, first, should 
get a good education. Truman did not attend 
college. 

Next, Truman said, he should try to be of 
help to his neighbors, and get acquainted 
with everyone in his precinct. Also, Truman 
advised the young man, he should try to 
find out something about such things as law, 
banking and farming—and how people work 
in factories. 

But the most important thing about poli- - 
tics, Truman declares, is to know how to 
get along with people. In order to: do 
this really well, Truman says, you have got 
to like people, sincerely. You must want 
to help people for their sake, not just to 
get ahead yourself.

ONE MAN’S EXPERIENCE in life is pretty 
well recorded in “Mr. President.” It might 
have been the story of the man next door. 

Truman wrote his life story in longhand 
notes, for Hillman, and they are presented 
without editing. There are duplications, but 
even these lend interest, for they show what 
Truman considered important: his failure to 
get into: West Point or Annapolis because 
of bad eyesight, his failure to make a suc- 
cess of music as a career and his success as 
an artillery officer in ‘World War I, and 
as a Masonic leader. 

He remembers the family farm in Cass 
County, Missouri, and later his grandfa- 
ther’s home, where he lived, in Jackson 
county. The boys, including Harry, fell in 
a mud hole; their father bought them a 
Shetland pony; a baby sister was born. 

Harry went to school and was teacher's 
pet. He had diphtheria and the doctor gave 
him fipecac and whisky. 

The family moved to Independence. 
Harry’s mother took him to Sunday school 
in the ‘Presbyterian church. A little girl

Truman's service in World 
War I, rising from private to artillery cap- 
tain, with combat service in France, was one 
of the great experiences of his life. He re- 
fers back to this experience many tinies. - 

After the war came the unfortunate busi- 
ness experience in Kansas City.

THEN POLITICS. Truman says he never 
did get a political office he really wanted. 
When he ran for the Senate he wanted to 
run for the House of Representatives. 

When he was nominated Vice President his 
own candidate—the words read strangely to- 
day—was Byrnes. “They”—including Presi- 
dent Roosevelt—talked Truman into running. 
They called him over to the Blackstone Hotel, 
in Chicago, where the Democratic Conven- 
tion was being held, in 1944. Bob Hanne- 
gan turned on the pressure. 

Finally there was a telephone call from 
President Roosevelt, and the strong and 
clear Roosevelt voice could be heard all 
around the room, Truman remembers: this 
man Truman would be letting the nation 
down if he didn’t allow himself to be the 
Vice Presidential candidate. And the na- 
tion was at war. 

Truman just couldn’t do that, so he became 
Vice President, never expecting to be Presi- 
dent until that day when Mrs. Roosevelt put 
her arm around his shoulders and told him 
the President was: dead.

AFTER NEARLY SEVEN YEARS as Presi- 
dent of the United Stateg Truman looks back 
and tries to sum up his accomplishments. 

Reorganization of government departments 
is something, and he is proud of that. He 
has some more ideas: Maybe it would be a 
good idea not only to limit the term of the 
President, but also of Congressmen and 
Senators, he thinks. 

He suggests putting all federal district 
attorneys and marshals under civil service. 

But the really important Truman achieve- 
ments as President, in his own estimation, 
are: 

A third world war has been prevented, 


when he received a message that the success- 
ful explosion of the world's first atomic 
bomb had taken place at Los Alamos, N. M. 
Immediately he called in Byrnes, Stimson, 
Admiral Leahy, General Marshall, General 
Arnold, General Eisenhower and Admiral 
King. Conferences on future use of the 
\bomb began. 
All his advisers agreed the bomb should 

be used. 

The same recommendation was made by a 
special committee appointed by Truman, in- 
cluding prominent scientists. Truman re- 
ports that he suggested a surrender ultima- 
tum be sent to Japan first. This was done. 

And Traman, after long soul-searching, 
decided that more lives would be saved by 
using the bomb than by not using it.

I am glad to be able to say that the 
American Council of Learned Societies 
adopted at its annual meeting in Janu- 
ary of this year a resolution reaffirming 
the intention, which it announced upon 
the completion of the work in 1936, 
to maintain the Dictionary as a perma- 
nent undertaking and to publish supple- 
mental volumes from time to time. 


At this moment the council is pian- 
ning the publication of a second sup- 
plement and is endeavoring to secure 
the not inconsiderable financial support 
which the operation will require. This 
second supplement, which would con- 
stitute Vol. XXII of the entire work, 
would carry the Dictionary to Decem- 
ber 31, 1940. 

It has been found expedient to allow 
alag of 10 years between the death of 
a person and the writing of his biog- 
raphy for the D.A.B. Such a lag makes 
for better perspective and greater ob- 
jectivity. But I am happy to assure 
you that the council has no intention 
of allowing the Dictionary to “lapse” if 
it can possibly raise the necessary 


funds.

The state police and FBI raids 
together gathered in about $1,000,000 worth of 
slots. 

Figures released this month by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau show that Illinois, under the 
new federal gambling tax law, is still a center of 
gambling.

istered gamblers. [Illinois is second with 2602.. 


There can be no question as to Gov. Steven- 
son’s good intent and-in general as to his 
extraordinary achievements in rehabilitating 
state government. State officials who have been 
indiscreet or who betrayed their trust are no 
longer in their posts. The Governor has acted 
promptly and vigorously when such cases came 
to his attention. But he must keep on raising 
the already high standards of his administration, 
and that task will require constant application. 


The point is that Gov. Stevenson has nearly a 
year to serve in his present term. He will be 
judged in November, whether he is running for 
state office .or something else, partly on the 
record of the months that intervene. Since the 
Legislature is not in session, he can devote him- 
self entirely to administration. He can make 
changes in personnel to improve the executive 
departments. 

The national interest in Adlai Stevenson is 
understandable. It is a good sign in itself. But 
it would be more than self-defeating if he per-

* Eyeglass-makers must have shown ‘the United 
States Supreme Court some convincing evidence 
that they are compelled to pay kickbacks to 
many eye doctors in order to do business. Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas B. Lilly, owners of several 
southern firms which grind and fit eyeglasses, 


- appealed to deduct .kickbatks. as business ex- 


penses for tax purposes. After hearing their case, 
Justice Burton, who delivéred the 8-to-0 deci- 
sion, said that if the kickbacks had not been 
paid, doctors would have sent their patients to 
other eyeglass-emakers who were willing to pay 
them. 

Though kickbacks may consequently be de- 
ducted as legitimate business expense in states 
where they are not outlawed, they remain a 
hidden charge on the buyer and a degrading 
influence on the medical profession wherever 
they are demanded or accepted. A patient should 
not be required to pay his doctor bill twice, a 
second time in the bill he pays for his glasses. 
A doctor should not gain money by judging that 
his patient needs glasses, or lose money by find- 
ing that he does not need them. 

The medical profession has a job to do in rid- 
ding itself of this unhealthful practice, where 
the law permits it as well as where it does. not.

How smart would the Russians be if they ad- 
vised the American people to restore the Arti- 
cles of Confederation-as a more admirable form 
of government than that established by our fed- 
eral Constitution? 4 

How impressed would® Americans be if Mos- 
cow told us that.we had been on the right track 
in forming a loose association of states in 1781, 
but had then spoiled it all by setting up a fed- 
eral union in 1789? 

These questions arise because, last week, the 
State Department broadcast to Russia a mes- 
sage signed by 72 distinguished Americans in 
memory of the Kerensky democratic revolution 
in March of 1917. The message paid warm tribute 
to that revolution as a “triumph of freedom,” 
and expressed the conviction that the Russian 
people will regain their freedom—‘so that a 
liberate@ Russia may assume her normal place 
in the international community.” Until this hap- 
pens, the message said, “no nation can have 
peace or security.” 

In view of the fact that the Kerensky revo- 
lution of March 1917 lasted six months, while 
thegBolshevik revolution of October 1917 estab- 
lished a government that has lasted 34 years, 
the propaganda value of this approach can be 
doubted. 

Should American propaganda ands policy be 
based on facts, or on wishes? Should it recog- 
nize ‘history, or attempt to create history? 

Let us grant that world problems would be 
immensely simplified if the present Soviet re- 
gime did not: exist. Certainly the 72 signers of 
last week’s message—who include such diverse 
leaders as Herbert Hoover, Gov. Adlai E. Steven- 
son, Jesse Jones, Philip Murray and Gen. Wede- 
meyer—are entitled to wish that the present re- 
gime may some day be replaced. by @ friendly, 
democratic, free government. 

But desiring such an overturn is one thing, 
and behaving as if it will or must occur is quite 


another. Private hopes should be kept entirely

Yet London seems to. have risen to the oc- 
casion witl, rather more spirit than St. Louis. 
Many more persons, it seems, have become in- 
volved in the campaign against the starlings in 
one way or another. Aside from the workmen 
engaged in setting the various traps and scare- 
crows on the National Portrait ‘Gallery, . the 
Admiralty, St. Martin-in-the-Fields and other 
nearby buildings, the members of the London 
Natural History Society have agreed to count 
the birds; and bicycle-emounted amateur bird 
watchers have been tracing their flight pat- 
terns. (It seems that the starlings spend their 
days feeding in open spaces about seven miles 
from the center of the city; and that each bird 
flies in every night to the same roosting space 
which is scrupulously respected by all others.)

South of Washington, if the day is clear, 
you go up onto the almost endless, and 
endlessly diverse, Blue Ridge Skyway, un- 
rivaled by any mountain highway in the 
Northeast.

Ashland has no “motel,” and no need 
fer one; Corinth, Holly Springs, Oxford 
and Tupelo, all within 30 miles, have plen- 
ty. Motor courts, indeed, are the charac- 
teristic new feature of the continental 
American landscape. 

We had barely heard of them in 1933 
and used them only in the West, where 
they were still called “cabins.” 

I wrote an article about the new lan- 
guage of the road for The New Yorker in 
1936, calling attention to the strange, new 
word, “motel.”

The words “cabin” and “cottage” are

The question of warning China really involves a bluff that the 
United Nations will extend their operations either by bombing Man- | 
churian airdromes and railways or by extending the war to China | 

‘by blockade and bombardment. A warning of this nature is serious. | 


What if the bluff were called? 
Could we carry it out? Would the 
United Nations support the ac- 
tion? What would be the effect on 
the United Nations if the United 
States were to take such action 
unilaterally? 

Bombing airdromes and rail- 
ways in Manchuria risks involve- 


ment of the Soviet Union in the | 


war. The Soviet Union has a de- 
fensive alliance with China. It 
also has substantial military 
forces in Manchuria, ostensibly to 
protect its interest in the South 
Manchurian railway and its ports 
of Port Arthur and Dairen. 

It is difficult to predict the re- 
action of the Soviet Union, but 
the least effect would be to sup- 
ply the Chinese with a bomber 
force which could retaliate against 
South Korea and Japan. 

Effect of Bombing Doubtful. 

Nor is there any assurance that 
bombing in Manchuria would have 
serious effect on Chinese opera- 
tions. We have been unable to 
neutralize Red airdromes in North 
Korea by bombing. Operation 
Strangle on a 200-mile stretch of 
railway has failed to halt rail 
traffic in * North Korea, even 
though the line has been cut 
thousands of times. If our bomb- 
ing effort were dispersed over 
much greater distances, it is 
probable that it would be still 
less effective. ‘ 

Thus bombing in Manchuria 
would risk World War III and 
give little hope of being decisive; 
and if attacks on the Manchurian 


Secretary of the Navy Dan 
Kimball, in a speech Jan. 24, said: 
“If—God forbid—we do not have 
a truce in Korea, the Navy will 
carry the war to the enemy.” 

Fortunately, this appears to be 
only Kimball’s position.

» There is gocd reason to be- 
lieve that the Chinese would like 
an armistice, but that the Soviet 
Union does not object to a con- 
tinuation of the present impasse.

NNA MARY ROBERTSON 
A MOSES, better known as 

Grandma Moses, painter of 
pictures of Mosaic distinction, 
temporarily laid down her 
brush at the age of 92 and took 
up her pen, a tape recorder 
and a typist for the telling of 
“my life’s history.” Small parts 
of it were written by her own 
hand but, being a. painter 
and not a writer, she bogged 
down. She could talk all 
right, so she was introduced to 
a tape recorder, but she didn’t 
take to what 
called 
modern ma- 
chinery. She 
talked the rest 
of her story to 
a stenograph- 
er. The prod- 
uct is less a 
book than a 
monologue by 
Grandma 
Moses herself. 
It is a Grand- 
ma Moses pic- 
ture in words. She was born in 
Cambridge Valley, New York 
State, and until she was nearly 
80 years old she achieved no 
distinction. She had been a 
member of a family of 10, hired 
girl of the better sort, a 
farm-wife, a mother of 10, a 
grandmother and a great-grand- 
mother, and that was about all. 
Then, because her hands had 
been stiffened by rheumatism 
so that she couldn’t do fancy 
work any more, she took up 
painting and won fame as a

Grandma Moses’s life story 
must be accepted for what it 
is, the simple memories of an 
old woman who sits by the fire- - 
side at twilight and tells of 
her childhood ard womanhood, 
of the begats in the Moses 
family and the distant relations, 
rambling memories without se- 
lectivity or great significance. 
It is Grandma talking, though, 
and when Grandma talks the 
children listen; and readers 
will listen to Grandma, I am 
sure, as the children do.

LL RIGHT, I'll confess it;

Oh, I never came right 
out and said as much, and I 
certainly never set myself up as 
an authority. But whenever the 
subject came up, and people 
started talking knowingly about 
protons and electrons, I would 
just sit and puff at my pipe, 
look knowingly through my 
horn-rimmed glasses, and make 
with a sage nod now and then, 
as much as to say that neutrons 
were the toys of my childhood 
and that we had always had 
electrons around the house. I 
was a man who could take them 
or leave them alone.

Federal Starts Off. 

NPA’s action plus an easing in

Direct Federal 
Lending Threat 


Is Raised Again

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP) 
Private builders and mortgage 
bankers can expect substantial 
help from Congress in financing 
defense housing this year. But 
they won't get higher interest 
rates. And they may find the 
government crowding into their 
business in a big way. 

That word comes from Sen. 
Burnett R. Maybank (Dem.), S.C., 
chairman of the powerful Senate 
Banking Committee. The commit- 
tee plans to begin hearings late 
this month or early in April on 
new housing legislation. In a 
speech before the American Bank- 
ers Association, Maybank reluc- 
tantly conceded that Congress 
might do this by giving the Fed- 
‘acai National Mortgage Associa- 
tion more money to make advance 
mortgage commitments on such 
construction, 


Maybank did not set a figure, 
but it has been estimated unof- 
ficially that FNMA would need 
about one billion dollars to fi- 
nance the 200,000 or more dwel- 
lings scheduled to be built for 
defense workers this year. 

‘ Will Go Along. 

Maybank said he would go 
along with a new “Fannie May” 
program because private lenders 
don’t seem willing to invest in 
defense housing without a prior 
commitment that the government 
agency will pick up the mortgages 
if the market turns sour. 

But he expressed confidence 
that the present shortage of mort- 
gage money is only temporary. 
He said that over a long haul

High Fidelity to Its Time Seen 
In New Architecture Over Nation

An architecture (and structural 
engineering) of high integrity to 
its time—the age of steel, stain- 
less metals, glass and plastics— 
is emerging in the United States, 
in the opinion of John Burchard, 
dean of humanities at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 
He spoke to an overflow crowd 
of engineers, architects and en- 
gineering and architectural stu- 


dents last Thursday night in the 
Engineers’ Lindell boulevard club 
building. 

History, he said, will determine 
at some future day whether the 
time is good or bad, but he thinks

Burchard prefaced his presenta- 
tion of a series of black and white 
and color reproductions of some 
of today’s better buildings with 
a philosophical discourse through 
which he sought to establish the 
basis for his claim that the time 
Nag architecture of-today are 
cood, 


“The evidence of history is 
abundantly clear,” he said, “that 
there always has been a unity of 
culture ... that in times of high 
motive and high energy all the 
manifestations of creative activity 
have been relatively high” in 
spite of the fact that there may 
be a greater abundance of activity 
in one realm than _ another. 
“There have not been,” he .con- 
tended, “societies in which paint- 
ing, for example, has been extra- 
ordinarily fine while science was 
extraordinarily bad or vice versa.” 


Burchard called the develop- 
ments in nuclear physics during 
the last half century “that most 
certain to change the economic 
and social relations of the various 
peoples one to another.” He re- 
ferred not to the atomic bomb, 
but to atomic power. This, too, 
he said, is revolution, but “we 
expect scientists to have revolu- 
tionary ideas. . . . we encourage 
revolution in science.” 

Age for Delight. 


The revolution in architecture, 
Burchard considers no less impor- 
tant than. the _ revolution. in 
science, although “there are -no 
revolutions which can be and 
which have been so consistently 
stifled as those which are born in 
architecture.” 


Good. building, he declared, 
must have firmness, commodity 
and delight and held that the 
current revolution in building is 
breaking through opposition to 
the point where not only firmness 
and commodity, but delight, too, 
is beginning to be achieved here, 
particularly in office structures 
(such as the United Nations Build- 
ing, the new General Motors Re-

ture and is given very little light, 
but there is enough nourishment 
stored to produce the monstrous 
bloom. 

When in full flower the plant 
was about six feet tall, with a 
thick, spotted stalk and a purplish 
“bloom” that was a foot wide and 
33 inches long. At first glance it 
seemed to be a dark and evil- 
smelling calla lily. 

Like jack-in-the-pulpit, hydros- 
me has countless miniature 
flowers crowded on a “jack” or 
spadix. The purplish bloom is ac- 
tually a big bract, called a spathe. 
It has a “carrion scent,” and this 
disagreeable odor becomes more 
pronounced as the flower matures. 
As a result, Johanning’s big plant 
was exiled to a small building in 
the garden last*week, in solitary 
confinement.

berries. 

Everbearing red raspberries are 
a fine choice for the home gar- 
dener, since they supply fruit 
over a long season, “Everbearing’ 
is actually a misnomer, to be sure, 
when applied to raspberries or 
strawberries. Some kinds do pro- 
duce two good crops a year, but 
others tend to have one main sea- 
son, either in spring or fall. 

Indian Summer = raspberry 
usually produces a superior spring 
crop. The new September rasp- 
berry starts two weeks earlier in 
both spring and autumn, but this 
variety bears more heavily in the 
fall. The Durham _ raspberry, 
which was introduced by the New 
Hampshire Experiment Station, 
may yield berries in August, but 
it sometimes has a light spring’ 


crop. 
. Spring and Fall. 

According to its press reports, 
an everbearing strawberry called 
“Brilliant,” produces fruits “every 
week from ae goes nage — 
might be e under the mo 
favorable Nonditions, but here in 
the midwest the summer fruiting 
is apt to be curtailed by heat and 
drouth.

Kansas Dust Storm, 
Missouri Rain, Home 


By Leonard Hall 


S our long trip to British Columbia and back to Possum 
Trot Farm neared its end we thought over all the country 
we'd been through, Ginnie and I decided it was the desert 
which appealed to us most. The empty, sweeping distances 

‘running. away for miles to 

mountain ranges lost in blue 
haze; the strange vegetation; 
mesquite and greasewood and 
many forms of cactus and 
small ground plants which 
stay dormant for years and 
then bloom with a single 
shower; the lack of any sign 
of human habitation; the sun 
shining warm, even in mid- 
winter. We made up our 
minds that when the last lec- 
ture was over, we'd steal a 
few days and drive south to 
Taos and Santa Fe. But when 
the time came, we couldn't 
quite do it. We thought of 
the new calves arriving and 
wondered whether there was 
enough hay left in the barns 
to take us through to grass. 
There were a hundred spring 
chores waiting; new pastures to seed, the oats ground to break, 
fences to fix for the feeder pigs we expect to run on the Ladino 
clover this summer. 

So, we pointed faithful Betsy’s radiator cap eastward from 
Colorado Springs on the shortest road to Possum Trot. The 
route lay across prairie country from the moment we set our 
backs to the mountains; and as we approached the Kansas- 
Colorado border the sky turned pale yellow and we found our- 
selves driving in a regular old-fashioned dust storm. For a 
hundred miles we traveled with the car windows closed and I 
estimated that if the storm was as deep from north to south 
as from east to west, the topsoil was shifting on more than 
6,000,000 acres of prairie land.

In the Flint Hills, which extend in a strip through 
. Kansas and down into Oklahoma, the big bluestem 
grass supports fine herds of beef cattle. The soil here 
has a limestone base and the forage it produces is rich 
in mineral elements, so that the carrying capacity of 
the land is high and the cattle grow heavy boned and 
fat. Here also, as in the western ranch country, we 
saw great numbers of young heifers which are being 
raised to supplement the already large herds.

@ THERE SEEMS little doubt that one reason why supplies 
of butcher cattle are short is that these heifers and cows are 
not going to market. And since it takes four years for a heifer 
calf to grow up and raise a-steer calf to market size, the false 
shortage develops. Another reason is probably seen in the 
number of beef animals which today move directly to the west 
coast for fattening; and in the great irrigated valleys of Cali- 
fornia we saw many feeding operations where 5000 or more big 
steers were being fattened on locally produced alfalfa, beet 
pulp and cottonseed meal. 


- * * 
We drove across southern Missouri in the rain, 
yet even on a gloomy day there is an unmistakable 
friendliness about the Ozark hills. The small, woods- 
bordered fields tucked into the valleys, the clear- 
water streams, the variety of trees; these are things 
we'd been unconsciously missing for many weeks. The 
green of cedar and pine, the dark and lichen covered 
trunks of scarlet oak, the budding elms and sugar 
maples, persimmon and horse chestnut, and white- 
trunked sycamores: all of them seemed to say, “You're 
coming home, and spring will soon be here.”

down out of the western hills, turned up Highway 21 and 
finally into our lane. But the green-shuttered house had a 
homely, welcoming look; and we’d hardly turned into the drive 
when Kathryn Turner had a coffee pot on the stove and a plate 
of fresh-baked cake to take the edge off our road weariness. 
Daisy and Ribbon nickered from the barnlot when I whistled 
to them and Veronica climbed down from her bed in the gran- 
ary and rolled in the path at our feet to express her welcome.

There was much news to catch up on. The big 
cows and heifers and the fall calves had wintered in 
fine shape and were all fat as butterballs. Two new 
calves had arrived within the week and the only mis- 
hap was a pair of twin heifers which were stillborn. 
But that is the luck of the game and was made up for, 
to some extent, by the fact that last autumn’s twin 
bull calves, Andy and Sandy, are thriving.

HE new Queen Elizabeth reigns as head of Britain, but within the privacy of 
their home Philip, her husband, runs his own household. As a wife, Elizabeth 
is very much in love and completely devoted to her handsome sailor husbarid; 
Philip ig a man of action and possesses almost limitless energy. He has a quick 
temper which he now has almost completely under control. He has been known to 
swear, likes an occasional drink and used to go in for practical jokes, but he is 


maturing fast. 


The schoolmaster who knew him best, Dr. Kurt Hahn, who influenced his 
boyhood considerably, said of Elizabeth’s husband, “Prince Philip is a born leader 
but he will need the exacting demands of a great service to do justice to himself. 
His best is outstanding; his second best is not good enough.” The schoolmaster also 
said of him, “Often naughty, never nasty.” 


Philip was born June 10, 1921 
at his parent’s summer home, 
Mon Repos, on the island of Cor- 
fu off the coast of Albania. His 
father was Prince Andrew, fourth 
son of King George I of Greece 
who died by assassination. 

Prince Andrew had commanded 
the right wing of the Greek Army 
which attacked the Turks after 
World War I and which was shat- 
tered by them in 1922. Prince 
Andrew was stripped of his hon- 
ors and banished from Greece by 


the revolutionaries and narrowly 


escaped with his life. 

It was the British Royal Navy 
which came to Prince Andrew's 
rescue and took him, his wife 
Princess Alice Battenberg, and 
the infant Philip then a year old, 
and his four sisters, aboard a 
warship at Peiraeus, the Port of 


' Athens and sped them to safety. 


Prince Andrew never forgot 
that he owed his life to the Royal 
Navy. He was deeply grateful all 
his life and. so was his wife, Prin- 
cess Alice. Their devotion and 
gratitude were to be passed on 
to their son,, 

Philip was brought up as an 
English boy after being moved 
rather like a shuttlecock from the 
Continent to England and back 
again.

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IMES were difficult for Phil- 
T ip’s family during the period 
that they were refugees living 
in Paris, and as a child Philip 
went without many of the com- 

mon luxuries of life. ; 
.Once his teacher asked him 
where his raincoat was as it was 
raining hard outside. Philip re- 
plied that he didn’t have one, but 
that he was saving his money to 
buy one. “The King of Sweden 
sends me a pound each Christ- 
mas and I shall buy a raincoat 
when I have saved enough. Then 


I am going to save for a bicycle.” . 


Princess Alice, his mother, who 
kept an art store and sold em- 
broidery and paints to help out 
the family finances in Paris, used 
to worry about her son’s future. 
She was determined that he 
should have a good education and 
come under the strong wing ‘of 
the British branch of the family 
~—the Mountbattens. : 


She founded the Sisterhood of 
Martha and Maria, a religious 
sisterhood that works for the chil- 
dren of the sick and poor in 
Greece. Dressed in her gray nun’s 
uniform, she was a recent visitor 
in America. Philip, like his moth- 
er, is deeply religious. 


Philip’s link with the British. 


Royal family is close. He was sec- 
ond cousin to the late King 
George VI and a cousin of the 
popular Duchess of Kent, former- 
ly Princess Marina of Greece. His 
ancestors were on the Danish 
throne centuries ago and the line 
provided consorts for King Ed- 
ward VII, King James I and 
Queen Anne. Earl Mountbatten 
of Burma—and the last Viceroy 
of India, is his uncle. 

Elizabeth II and her husband 
are distant cousins by birth, They

Some timid souls, seeing the dog through the glass door, won’t 
come in until they’ve tapped on the glass to get someone’s attention, 
because the dog has a feisty air about him. Others make a wide 
circle around him, and nearly everyone makes some sort of con- 
ciliatory overture, such as snap of the fingers or a whistle.

never responds. 


The little dog is a tribute to the 
artistry of the Schwarz brothers, 
Max and Paul. For 18 years he 
has been a source of innocent 
amusement. Most people laugh 
at themselves for having been shy 
of a mounted dog. Others refuse 
to believe he’s mounted. “Why, 
I know I saw his eyes follow me!” 
‘they ‘insist, and are only con- 
vinced when they touch him. 


On the walls of the studio, 
which is at 1809 Lafayette avenue 
are other examples of the sort of 
work which has made the Schwarz 
brothers famous among hunters 
and collectors both in the United 
States and abroad. One wall is 
covered with animals heads so 
life-like one gets the impression 
that a horde of jungle beasts 
rammed their heads through: the 
wall and got stuck there. On the 
opposite wall are examples of an- 


e other Schwarz art form, mounted 


birds in heavy wood frames be- 
hind bulbous glass covers. On a 
rear wall are dozens of mounted 
antlers, and toward the front of 
the store are souvenirs made from 
animal hoofs, such as thermome- 
ters, book ends, lamps and ash 
trays. A large stool in the center 
of the room has buffalo feet and 
a leopard skin cover, and standing 


around on the floor are several’ 


foxes, a wild boar, a raccoon, a 
porcupine, a pheasant and other 
oddly assorted animals and birds. 


The only objects that move in 
these somewhat unreal surround- 
ings are the Schwartz brothers 
themselves, two quiet, middle- 
aged men who have come to be 
recognized as perhaps the fore- 
most exponents of their art in 
the commercial end of the pro<- 
fession. 

And as they practice it, it is 
an art. Nothing pains them more 
to hear it referred to as “stuff- 
ing” animals. They do not “stuff” 
animals, and neither, to be tech- 
nical, do they just mount them. 


‘As a matter of fact they are 


sculptors, and their finished 
product is a sculptured head or 
body of the original animal, with 
‘its own skin stretched over it. 
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HE method was originated by 
T their father, the late Frank 

Schwarz, who started the busi- 
ness here 70 years ago this month. 
He learned taxidermy, as it was 
then practiced, as an apprentice 
in Germany. He came to St. 
Louis in 1882, when he was 24 
years old, and started his own 
shop. 

He was dissatisfied with the 
methods then in use, however, 
and decided there must be a bet- 
ter and more realistic way to 
mount animals. In those days 
most taxidermists used the skel- 
eton of the animal as a founda- 
tion, and then used cotton or 
some other material to fill out 
the body. What they really were 
doing was an upholstering job. 
Sometimes they achieved a nat- 
ural effect, more often they 
didn’t. 

The elder Schwarz went to 
school and studied comparative 
anatomy, so that he would know 
the muscles ef an animal’s body, 
their position and comparative 
size. Then he worked out a 
method which Is, in effect, a 
model of the original animal with 
its own skin on it. 

First the enimal is measured 
exactly at every point of its body. 
‘Then it is skinned. Then a model 
is made of clay which, when com- 
pleted, has the exact measure- 
ments of the original. A plaster 
cast of this life-size model then 
serves as a mold for making a 
papier-mache manikin. The horns 
or antlers are attached by screws, 
eyes are fixed in place and then 
the skin is replaced. Since this 
new frame is the exact size and 
shape of the original animal, down 
to the smallest muscle or tendon, 
the hide fits like a glove. The 
hide, of course, has been tanned, 
moth-proofed and otherwise treat- 
ed. It is cemented on the model, 
sewed into place and the result is 
a light and durable specimen 
which will hang over the mantel 
in the den for as many years as 
anyone will want it to. 

As a matter of fact, the Schwarz 
brothers don’t have to have the 
animal. Many people just send 
them the hides, and from this 
they reproduce the mounted ani- 
mal. 

The elder Schwarz was some- 
thing of a scholar as well as taxi- 
dermist, and he loved to delve 
into the origins of the art. He 
once wrote and published a tract 
in which he said his researches 
revealed evidence that taxidermy 
was practiced as long ago as 500 
years before Christ. Taxidermy, 
as it is known today, however, 
seems to have gotten its start in 
Holland in the early part of the

HE elder Schwarz was also in- 

terested in zoology, and he was 

the guiding spirit in the found- 
ing here of the St. Louis Zoological 
Society, the group which started 
the St. Louis Zoo. He died in 
June, 1933, but his passing made 
little difference in the business

because Max and Paul had been 
active in it for a number of years 
even then, and. continued his 
methods. 


“It was the old German idea,” 
Paul explained, 
your father’s footsteps.” 


Both brothers are graduates of 
Washington University, where 
they majored in anatomy and 
sculpture, and both are unusually 
talented sculptors, as a number 
of specimens of their work around 
the shop will testify. However, 
since their early years neither 
has had the time or the inclina- 
tion to model anything beyond 
business requirements. 

But as an example of what 
they can do, they were called in 
a few years ago by the Fouke 
Fur Co., which wanted some 
mounted seals. They were shown 
pictures of seals sitting on rocks 
in their natural habitat. That, 
they were told, is the way we 
want the models to look—sitting 
around looking natural. Working 
only from photographs, Max 
modeled a number of seals and 
submitted them. They were ac- 
cepted immediately. Fifty full- 
size models were then made and 
covered with skins from ,real 
seals. The models were dis- 
played all over the United States. 

Right now the brothers are in 
the middle of their biggest an- 
nual rush, brought on each year 
by the deer season. Thanks to 
the. efforts of the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission in bringing 
back the deer, the studio has al- 
most more work than it can 
handle in deer heads alone. This 
year they received more than 750 
heads to mount, and the business 


“of following in , 


While the hides are tanning, the 
head is modeled according to 
measurements and the casts are 
made. How long does it take to 
mount a deer head? This ques- 
tion brought a laugh from both 
brothers. 

“We're laughing,” they said, 
“because that’s the same ques- 
tion that every man asks when 
he brings in his deer. Well, if 
we were working on only one 
job, and devoted all our time to 
it, it would take about three to 
four weeks, and we would go 
broke.” The studio has up to 10 
employes during the post-dear 
season, and they turn them out 
on a sort of production-line basis. 
Even that way the job takes sev- 
eral weeks, 


Deer heads and deer hide rugs 
are their biggest items. Next to 
deer come small animals, such as 
foxes, wildcats, wolves and rac- 
coons, which people want mounted 
whole. And now and then a hun- 
ter wants a whole deer mounted. 

During the duck and pheasant

addition, there are the elk and 
moose heads which come from 
the northern states. 


When a deer head comes in, 
the horns and skin are removed 
and tagged with duplicate num- 
bers. The horns are stacked away 
in the basement, where long 
shelves are filled with a tangled 
mass of deer antlers; and the 
hides are tanned in huge vats.

NIMALS and birds come to 

Schwarz brothers from every 

state south and west of Mis- 
souri, and from many states north 
and east. Their only competition 
is in Chicago and New York, but 
even at that they get more than 
their share of business from that 
territory, mainly because of their 
reputation. Many big game hunt- 
ers will have their work done by 
no one but the brothers. At ex- 
hibits held by sportsmen and big 
game hunters, the brothers are 
proud of the fact that 90 per cent 
of the trophies will be from their 
shop. They are also proud of the 
fact that experts can walk into a 
roomful of trophies and pick 
Schwartz- -mounted trophies uner- 
ringly. 

Just a few days ago the head 
of a bull moose, which they 
mounted for Denver Wright, St. 
Louis big game hunter, won first 


prize in a North American com-- 


petition sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History 
in New York. 

They have, through the years, 
received animals and birds from 
a number of foreign countries. 
One of their favorite stories con- 
eerns a St. Louis soldier, in 
Europe during the recent war, 
who shot a rare bird. He took 
it to a highly recommended taxi- 
dermist, and waited many weeks 
to get it back. When he did get 
it, he looked on the back and 
found there the label, “Schwarz 
Studio, St. Louis, Mo.” 

The Schwarz brothers are 
among the few taxidermists who 
mounts birds and fish in frames 
and under glass. They are called 
oval-convex glass pictures and 
despite the fact they have a def- 
initely Victorian air about them, 
they are still very popular. 

The elder Schwarz started mak- 
ing such mountings years ago. In 
time the company which made 
the bulbous glass which goes in 
front of the specimen went out 
of business. So the Schwarz 
brothers purchased the equip- 
ment from the company and 
turned it over to another glass 
company, which still makes the 
covers for them. The backgrounds 
are hand painted, and they have 
worked out a framing method 
which makes them so airtight 
they will last — generations.

MONG the specimens of’ this 

art hanging on the studio wall 

are a bantam hen and three 
baby chicks. The hen and chicks 
belonged to Paul when he was four 
years old. The chicks died real 
quick and the hen not long after. 
The elder Schwarz mounted them 
and placed them in one of the 
oval-convex frames, where they 
have been ever since. 

“Since I am 64 years old now,” 
Paul points out, “they are around 
60 years old.” 

Both brothers have grown sons, 
but their sons have not followed 
them into the business. Like ar- 
tisans in other lines of business, 
they wonder what will become of 
the art of taxidermy. 

“Young people who think they 
might like to learn it come in 
now and then,” Max says, “but 
when they find they can’t learn 
it in a few hours, they walk right 
out. Of course, a lot of them 
still study ‘taxidermy by mail,’ 
but all they're learning is how 
to stuff skins with cotton.” 

The Schwarz brothers, in the 
little printed folders they —S to 
sportsmen, display a modesty and 
restraint seldom encountered in 
this age of ballyhoo. For instance,

“CAN MUSIC express the feel- 
ings of the performer?” Hinde- 
mith asks. The answer is again 
in the negative. The ideal per- 
former will never try to express 
his own feelings. When the per- 
former is less than ideal he 
“changes his function from that 
of a transformer to a competing 
generator — and the shocks re- 
ceived from the of two 
different currents always hits the 
Annocent listener.” But whether 
he thinks the feelings expressed 
are his own, partly his own or 
the composer’s he is actually go- 
ing through the same process as 
the composer.

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BEIRUT, Lebanon, March 15 
(AP)—The flow of oil through 
pipelines to the eastern Mediter- 
ranean will be increased 50 per 
cent on completion of the 30-inch 
pipe from Kirkuk, Iraq, to Banias, 
Syria, toward the end of this year. 


Built by the British-run Iraq 
Petroleum Co., the new line will 
be in partial operation in April. 
In November it will come into 
full operation with a capacity of 
14,000,000 tons of crude oil an- 
nually. . 

Added to the 8,000,000 tons al- 
ready being carried by two I. P. 
C. lines terminating in Tripoli, 
Lebanon, the new pipeline will 
bring the total of Iraq oil pumped 
to the Mediterranean to 22,000,- 
000 tons, nearly quadrupling last 
year’s output. 

The Aramco-owned tapline, with 
its terminus at Sidon, Lebanon, 
has an output rate of about 14,- 
000,000 tons annually from the 
Saudi Arabian oil fields. When 
the Banias-Kirkuk line is com- 
pleted, 36,000,000 tons of Near 
Eastern oil will be flowing to the 
Mediterranean, nearly three times 
the maximum pipeline capacity 
a the tapline was finished in 


Vital Factor in Oil Contract. 

The Kirkuk-Banias pipeline 
will be a vital factor in imple- 
menting the new agreement be- 
tween the I. P. C. and the Iraq 
government, ratified by the Iraq 
government recently. This agree- 
ment calls for such expansion of 
Iraq oil production that the gov- 
ernment will receive royalties in- 
creasing from 15,000,000 pounds 
sterling in 1951 to 23,000,000 in 
1952 and on up to an estimated 
59,000,000 by 1955. (The pound 
sterling currently is quoted at a 
fraction over $2.78 United States.) 

Failure to step up production 
of Iraqi oil was one of the major 
complaints leveled at the I.P.C. 
in the past by unfriendly Iraqi 
political leaders. The I.P.C. ac- 
tually has two subsidiary conces- 
sions in Iraq — the Basra Pe- 
trcleum Co, and the Mosul Pe- 
troleum Co, thereby giving the 
I1.P.C. and its subsidiaries a 
monopoly on Iraqi oil. 

Although the original conces- 
sion was granted in 1925, actual 
production has fallen far behind 
that of neighboring countries 
where concessions were granted 
much later. The proven oil re- 
serves of Iraq are almost as great 
as those of Saudi Arabia, for in- 
stance, but production in Iraq 
was scarcely one-third that in 
Arabia before the new Iraq agree- 
ment came into force. 

Oilfields Far Inland. 

Transportation was always the 
big handicap to I.P.C. production. 
The Kirkuk and Mosul oilfields 
are far inland, more than 500 
miles from either the Persian 
Gulf or the Mediterranean. Pipe- 
lines from Kirkuk to Tripoli and 
Haifa were the only outlets until 
1948. That year the Arab-Israeli 
war caused a closing of the Kir- 
kuk-Haifa line, and there is no 
prospect of its being reopened 
soon. 

The new Kirkuk-Banias line 
will go a long way toward break- 
ing the transportation bottleneck 
and gettting production into full 
swing. By the end of April, the 
450-mile stretch of the line be- 
tween Banias and Haditha, Iraq, 
will be completed. The line will 
come into limited use at that 
time, taking oil from older lines 
running down from Kirkuk. In 
November, the final 150-mile. 
length from Haditha to Kirkuk 
will be finished. 

The new line will terminate in 
Banias instead of Tripoli because 
of pressure from the Syrian gov- 
ernment. Syria will thus profit 
from the additional fees—loading, 
security, etc.—which Lebanon is 

etting from tapline and the old 

P.C. line at Tripoli. 

While the distance to Banias is 
gome 20 miles longer, I.P.C. of- 
ficials in Beirut are not unhappy 
about selection of Banias as a 
terminus. Experience has showf 
that diversification is desirable in 
the Near East. 

During World War II, for in- 
stance, the Vichy French held 
Syria and Lebanon, and the 
Kirkuk-Tripoli line was closed. 
Fortunately, the Kirkuk-Haifa line 
provided a means to keep produc- 
tion going.

Mi eailfish, tarpon, tuna, marlin 
and other gamesters of the ocean 
are unloaded at the pier daily 
and food fish, such as mackerel, 
kingfish and snapper are cleaned 
and sold to spectators within a 
short time after they were boated. 
Awaiting the arrival of the 
hoats are large numbers of peli- 
cans, native Florida aquatic birds, 
long-billed, short-legged and awk- 
ward, with pouches under their 
bills in which they scoop up fish 
after diving on them from the 
air.

Kefauver, until a few weeks ago only a namie in the state, made a per- 
sonal meet-the- e tour with his wife and outdistanced the President by 
more than votes in the Democratic presidential preference balloting. 
He also won all 12 Democratic delegates. 

General Dwight D. Eisenhower's sizable victory over Senator Robert A. 
Taft—"Mr. R “while more than expected, was not unduly 
surprising. ower's backers had entered the general's name in the

Governor, and the two Senators from Massachusetts, both “blue bloods” who 
might appeal to New Ham Republicans.

Kefauver and Truman were the only Democrats entered in the primary. 
There were five Republicans: Eisenhower, Taft, Harold E. Stassen, the former 
Governor of Minnesota, William R. Schneider, a St. Louis lawyer, and General 
Douglas A. MacArthur. MacArthur was entered merely by a slate of dele 
gates, Schneider and Stassen were only in the preferential, so-called b 
contest, election. Eisenhower and Taft were in both preferential and delegate 
races.

HAT DO YOU DO WRONG when you get 
sleepy while driving? 
In a laboratory here the other 
day. a scientist tried an important 
| experiment. A tired driver, whose 
reactions were recorded every three minutes, 
actually fell asleep over his wheel. 

The idea was born on a desert highway, near 
Reno, Nevada, earlier this winter where Alfred 
L. Moseley, a psychologist in the Harvard 
School of Public Health, was studying tired 
drivers. 

It's a.vital study, for the National Safety 
Council says tired drivers kill many people. 

Weary drivers told Moseley strange stories; 
to some, the road appears to rock from side to 
side. Others see things that aren’t there. 
Moseley, notebook in hand, rides with such 
drivers on long runs. One driver went 14 miles 
beyond his destination ‘in his sleep.” 

Another told of offering a cigarette to the 
man riding with him. The trouble was: nobody 
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was riding with him! 

Moseley, who works with Dr. Ross A. McFar- 
land, one of America’s great transportation 
trouble-shooters, decided to try an experi- 
ment: could he actually watch a driver falling 
asleep at the wheel? 

Back east in Hartford, the Aetna Casualty 
and Surety Co. offered the use of its Roadom- 
eter, a remarkable machine which tests ydur 
driving ability. 

And from Yale University came Arthur Sod- 
deck, a graduate student in Yale’s famous 


Bureau of Highway Traffic headed by Theo- 


dore M. Matson. Soddeck, an excellent driver, 
Stayed up all night before the test—so he would 
be tired. 

At 9 a.m. on the day of the experiment Sod- 
deck took his seat in the Roadometer. 

Then began five gruelling hours. In his wind- 
shield (a movie screen) he watched traffic 
coming. Cars cut in, a pedestrian jaywalked, a 
box fell off a truck ahead. 

As he drove, a hidden tape recorded his use

of gas, wheel, brake, horn, turn signals. 
Endlessly, the movie traffic came toward 
him. (So real is the effect that drivers have 
actually ruined Roadometer brake pedals in 
frantic efforts to stop.) Sounds of traffic dulled 
Soddeck’s ears. 
He began to nod. A cigarette gave him a 
pickup for a minute. A “coffee stop” helped. 
But soon he drooped again. Said Soddeck: 
@ 11:43 a.m.: “I’m not stopping in time.” 
@ 11:46 a.m.: “My braking time is up.” 
@ 11:47 am.: “I find you tend to hold the 
wheel tighter as you get tired.” 
@ 11:49 a.m.: “J just missed the brake pedal.” 
@ 12:38 p.m.: “J can’t stop in time even when I 
try my damndest. I’m getting punchy.” 
@ 12:40 p.m.: “It’s a fight ...I have to fight 
to see where I’m going.”

@® If most citizens knew what I’ve learned 
in a career of crime, 90 per cent of the 
money they lose to crooks could be saved. 

The first thing you’ve got to realize is 
that the attitude of “don’t take chances, 
let the cops catch him” is a lot of baloney. 
A good citizen has to take a few chances. 

But the chances are small, because 
most holdup men aren’t killers. I’d say 
the odds are 100 to one against your 
veing shot. 

So, when a stickup man confronts you, 
use your head. Don’t get panicky. Re- 
member these tips: 

@ If possible, run like hell. Running from 
a holdup man isn’t daring. It’s the safest 
thing you can do. 

@ Watch him closely. If you see his at- 
tention wander, make a break for it. Zig- 
zag as you go. Remember: the chances 
are he can’t hit you anyhow, except at 
point-blank range. Anyway, he doesn’t 


around, but don’t infuriate a robber: he may shoot 


reload his gun. Otherwise, we’d be dead. 

Learn about guns. Study pictures of 
real guns or look at them in the police 
station or sporting goods store until you 
can identify them. 

About half of all holdup men don’t 
have real guns. I’ve pulled 30 or 40 jobs 
with phony guns. Three times I had a 
glass gun, the kind they fill with candy. 
The last time I got nervous and dropped 
it.It shattered on the floor. Boy, did I run!

“You 
can have the place,” he said, “only don’t 
hurt me er my sons.”

And there are a few things you can do 
to avoid being held up in the first place. 
® Stay out of dark alleys and disreputa- 
ble places. If you run a store, try to ar- 
range it so that the public can see in at 
all times. 

@ Don’t ever carry a lot of money. Use 
checks. But, if you have to carry money, 
put it in different pockets. In a holdup, 
empty your wallet or one pocket and say 
to the crook, “Here’s my money.” He'll 
usually believe you. Never say you don’t 
have money. That will enrage him. 

@ Never flash a roll or, if you’re a mer- 
chant, show where your money is hidden. 
Crooks are always looking for tips. 

‘One final caution—don’t ever put on a 
show of bravado and tell a stickup man 
he doesn’t have the guts to shoot you. 
A friend of mine plugged a storekeeper 
right in the belly for saying that. Most 
holdup men are yellow or neurotic. They

“You've 

got to give audiences a lump in the 

throat, make ’em cry, before you can 
call yourself a comedian!” 

Rubber-faced Bert who can leer 

and look pathetic at the same time, 

has strong opinions on what makes 

a good comedian.

He’s been developing his famous 


forlorn-funnyman technique for 45 - 


years. 


One Character After Another 


AHR’S PLAYED all sorts of char- 
acters from a French king in 
“DuBarry Was a Lady” to a Coward- 
ly Lion in “The Wizard of Oz.” Cur- 
rently, in “Two on the Aisle,” Bert 
appears as a baseball coach, Queen 
Victoria, a 25th-century spaceman, 
a gaucho; a park refuse-collector 
and several other characters. Each 
characterization is hilarious. Even 
the chorus girls gather in the wings 
to watch him each night. (That's a 
genuine tribute —the girls usually 
like to sit down and rest their ach- 
ing feet.) 
“You've got to keep the audience 
on your side,” says Bert. “No matter 


what kind of a fall guy you’re play- 
ing, keep everybody sympathetic. I 
learned that in burlesque.”’ 

Bert isn’t happy about the state 
of comedy these days. 
@ “Years’ago you worked hard and 
long to become a good entertainer,” 
he says. “Today a lot of guys just 
steal each other’s stuff. Imitating 


other people isn’t funny, although . 


some performers depend strictly on 
that for laughs. Good comedy is 
dying out! There isn’t a good 
training ground any more for 
comedians.” 

@ Bert’s training ground was with 
a traveling act. As Irving Lahr- 
heim, a Bronx youngster of 15, he 
joined a troupe of actors (against 
family wishes) and went on the 
road. Often he was stranded in a 
small town or fired after his per- 
formance so the manager wouldn't 
have to pay him!

He got $4500 a week at 
New York’s Palace Theatre, then 
moved on to Hollywood. 

Bert appeared in 20 movies but 
none afforded him a role to equal his 
Cowardly Lion in “The Wizard of 
Oz.” Finally he sold his big mansion 


~to Betty Grable and returned to 


New York.
